Another Disastrous and Expensive Smash On 


the Santa Fes City Trac . 


NGINEER WILLIAM E. 
COOMBS was badly. and perhaps 
fatally hurt, and Fireman Louis 
Hoff and Conductor F. H. Long were 
painfully injured in a wreck at the 
Ninth-street croseing on the Santa Fé 
Railway in this city yesterday morn- 
ing. Coombs was removed to the Sis- 
ters’ Hospital, where it is announced 
his condition is desperate, and the 
others were taken to their homes. 
Mounds of shattered, oll-soaked 
wreckage are all that remain of most 
of the cars in the north-bound extra 
freight, and sad havoc was wrought 
with the cars in the string of passen- 
ger coaches in the south-bound train. 
The wreck occurred in a fog about 
7 a.m., and neither engine crew saw 
the other’s train approaching until it 
Was too late to avoid disaster. 
crash came so quickly that the south-

freight from San Diego and had a

A 
flame would have sealed the doom of 
the crew of the switch engine, for they 
were penned in by the partial telescop-

DUE TO CARELESSNESS. 
From the testimony of witnesses it 
seems the accident was wholly the re- 
sult of gross carelessness on the part 
of both crews. The wreck occurred a 
mile or more inside the yard limits, 
and in these limits trains and switch 
crews must alway have their trains 
fully under control; failure to do so 1s 
not condoned in fog nor out of it. Eight 
miles an Four is the usual speed on the 
main line within yard limits, and the 
evidence of the epople who saw the 
smash to the effect that both trains 
were going about twenty miles an 
hour is borne out by the effects of the 
collision, which make it apparent that

CHRYSANTHEMUMS FILLING THE 
FLORISTS’ WINDOWS. 
—ä — 
Local Streets Are Bright With the 
Nodding Many-hued Beauties and the 


Foothill Growers Are Making Money. 
Large and Brilliant Posies. 


Chrysanthemums, great. glorious 
ones, the kind that remind you of a 
football player's hair, are poking their 
tously heads at, you as you pass the 
floral stores now, and the season has 
begun. 

The chrysanthemum season is for the 
florists distinct and notable. It comes 
suddenly and almost before they are 
aware it is on in all its glory, and 
then it goes. The great beauties ap- 
peared last week in the open gardens; 
in two weeks they will be most numer- 
ous and at their best; and within six 
weeks, when the cold has come, they 
will have almost disappeared. 

These kings of flowers are so by right 
of culture and the conquests that ex- 
perts have made for them in the most 
careful propagation. The size and the 
well nigh infinite variety of colorings 
are the results of art carried to what 
seems the finality of perfection. 
Years ago the chrysanthemum’ was 
little better than the sunflower as a 
thing of beauty. Dozens of flowers 
grew on the many stems borne up by 
one root, and the colors were not clear 
and distinct.

HE HISTORY OF 4 


WRITING 


FIRST OF TWELVE LECTURES IN 
LOS ANGELES. 
University Extension Work Inaug- 
urated in This City Last Night. by 
Prof. Henry Morse Stephens—Board of 
Directors Chosen to Carry on the Work. 


The first of a series of twelve histori- 
cal lectures was delivered in the Wom- 
an's Club House last night by Prof. 
Henry Morse Stephens. The lecturer 
is professor of the chair ‘of history in 
the University of California and di- 
rector of the department of University 
Extension, in connection with the uni- 
versity. 

The attendance at the opening lec- 
ture of the course was not what was 
anticipated, not over one hundred per- 


sons being in the audience. It was a 


sleepy occasion. 

Prof. Stephens is a broad-shouldered, 
deep-chested, full-whiskered man of 
the John Bright fave and his accent 
proclaims that has breathed. the 
same pl He is no doubt a 
very learned man in history, and his 
subject is interesting, but Prof. Steph- 
ens is more the professor than the lec- 


turer. 
The theme of his series of lectures 
is “The History of Writing History.”

“History in Tribal Songs and Race 


seat he said that the 
earliest historical writings consisted of 
“long lists of proper names, boasting 
of the family writer, and that was 
the history of the past, before the art 

ot writing crystallized the 

into history. 

“Institutions, battle ‘flelas, bulldings 
are material for history.“ he said, as 
much as inscribed monuments, written 
characters or printed documents. 

“The first written narrative history, 
as opposed to material for history, is 
to be found in tribal songs and race 


epics. Since these were not committed 
to writing until long their 


position, they cannot be regarded as 
contem evidence of events as 
they occurred, but contain — 
of events and of individuals, 
‘ated in passing. from mouth to’ — 
through a series ot generations. 

The natural growth of legend, dis- 
torts the truth in the description of 
events but the social customs and

New Model of Express Train Makes 
no Stops, But Drops Passengers Off at 
Stations. 

{Philadelphia Record:}] A model of 
a new device was recently shown before 
the members of the British Association, 
by means of which it is possfble to put 
Passengers off at any station along 
a railroad without stopping the train. 

The model showed a circular track.

In a dispatch from Baltimore, 

Senator Morgan of Alabama is quoted 
as expressing the opinion that the 
Democrats have nothing to gain by 
controlling the next House of Repre- 
sentatives.

NTI-TRUST LEGISLATION. 


In his speech at Pittsburgh before. 
the Chamber of Commerce, published 
in The Times Wednesday last, Atty.- 
Gen. Knox treated on the subject of

“Overcapitalization; lack of publicity. 
of operation; discrimination in prices 
to destroy competition; insufficient 
personal responsibility of officers and 
directors for corporate management; 
tendency to monopoly; and lack of ap- 
preciation in their management of their 
relations to the people for whose ben- 
efit they are permitted to exist. Over- 
capitalization is the chief of these, and 
the source from which the minor ones 


“If these serious evils were eradi- 
cated and a higher measure of admin- 
istrative responsibility required in cor- 
porate officers, a long step would be 
taken toward allaying the reasonable 
apprehension that the unchecked ag- 
gression of the trusts will result in 
practical monopoly of the important 
business of the country.” 

He said that recent decisions of the 
United States Supreme Court have left 
little of the anti-trust law to operate 
upon, as it is almost impossible to ob- 
tain the legal proof declared by the 
Supreme Court to be necessary in es- 
tablishing a case against these combi- 
nations. He then proceeded to ask how 
Congress might amend the present law. 
having in view the idea that the least 
interference consistent with the pres- 
servation af essential rights should ex- 
ist. On this gubject, he said: 

“A law regulating: interstate com- 
merce for its protection against re- 
straint so broad as to cover all per- 
sons whose business is conducted un- 
der agreements which are in any way 
or to any extent in restraint of trade, 
might exclude thousands of small con- 
cerns conducting industries in one 
State from marketing their products in 
others, but a law which only covers 
contracts and combinations in restraint 
of trade as defined by the common law, 
would exclude all hurtful combinations 
‘and conspiracies.” 7 

Mr. Knox believes that Congress can, 
if it sees fit, adopt the scheme of such 
a law. in the enforcement of which 
each case, as it arose, would be con- 
sidered upon its own facts, and the 
rule of guidance would be as laid 
down by the Supreme Court of the 
United States; that is, public wel- 
fare is first considered, and if it be 
not involved, and the réstraint upon 
one party be not greater than pro- 
tection to the other party requires, the 
contract may be sustained. There wil! 
doubtless be an attempt to put through 
some legislation of the kind referred 
to by Mr. Knox in the coming Con- 
gress.

It also owns the 
Tehuantepec Isthmus Railway, into 
Which it has sunk millions of money, 
and r rehabilitated, as it 
is being re litated, will cross the 
isthmus from the gulf to the Pacific. 
The Vera Crus and Paeific Railroad 
will next December finish construction 
of its main line, by connecting with 
the Tehuantepec road, making a direct 
railroad line from the City of Mexico 
to the isthmus. The broadening of 
the Mexican National Railroad. be- 
tween Laredo and this city. is already 
as far south as Monterey, and will 
reach Saltillo next month; this line is 
spending $10,000,000 on this improve- 
ment. Mexico will then have two 
standard-gauge trunk lines connecting 
this capital with the railway system 
of the United States, and bringing 
still nearer the day of international 


reciprocity, vainly dreamed of by 
Grant and Blaine. and other great 
Americans. The Mexican Central is 


pushing its extension to the Pacific. 
amd is said to have purchased the 
Mexico and Cuernavaca. If this last 
bit of news is confirmed. the Central 
will, at some time in the future, com- 
mand two routes from this city to the 
Pacific, to Colima and to Zihuatanejo, 
both consifered good port possibilities. 
President A. E. Stilwell ef the Kansas

NO TOBACCO TRUST. __ 

The coal strike so far has not dis- 
turbed Mexico. Coal brings here. as it 
has for a long time past, $22 per ton, 
silver. 

Some of the American papers have 
erred in saying that a tobacco trust 
is in process of formation here. The 
fact is simply that some American 
capitalists are negotiating to take over 
‘the tobacco business of the Buen Tono 
factories, capitalized at $4,000,000. But 
there are other companies that do not 
propose to enter any such trust. 

The Michoacan Packing Company, 
composed of Chicago men. is now build- 
ing a king-house at Uruapam, on 
the line of the Mexican National. The 
institution will cost $400,000 gold, and 
its capacity will be 300 cattle, 200 hogs 
and 100 sheep daily. It will be op- 
erated in opposition to the American 
beef trust, and is the second concern 
ot the kind in Mexico, the other being 
located at Chihuahua. It is hoped that 
it win not be frozen out by the 
American beef trust, as the Mexican 
Petroleum Company was by the 
Standard Oil Company, after it Wad 
spent $100,000 on Its plant in this city. 
MANUFACTURING INDUSTRIES. 

Manufacturing is still in its infancy 
in Mexico, but there are under con- 
structioh in Monterey and other points 
plants of large size for the making of 
steel and of iron articles. The works 
at Monterey, it is said, will cost $10.- 
000,000. There are also works proposed 
at Providencia, near Guadalajara, and 
at Durango, for the making of iron and 
steel articles which will make Mex- 
ico independent of the steel trust of 
the United States. Last year Mexico im- 
ported $3,000,000 worth of rails. posts, 
etc., for railroads, about $4,000,000 worth 
of construction tren and about $3.000,- 
000 worth of machinery and sundries, 
all of iron and steel. When Mexico 
awakes to the realization that she can 
make all of this imported material, es- 
pecially as the Mexican laborer has al- 
ready proved his capacity, the indus- 
trial development of Mexico will be 
rapid. Like the Japanese, the Mexican 
laborer is very imitative, even if he is 
not, as a rule, inventive, and he very 
soon learns to do things he never did 
before. Coal is now being.mined in Coa- 
huila. Oaxaca, Sonora and elsewhere, 
and the Southern Pactfic beds in So- 
nora are said to be very excellent. 

There has been no strike on the Mex- 
ican Nationa! Railroad, as was er- 
roneously stated in the American pa- 
pers. The engineers and conductors ap- 
plied for.an increase in wages, but did 
not strike. The malls from New York, 
Chicago, te., overdue sixty hours, by 
reason of washouts. gave rise to this 
rumor. They commenced arriving today 
from Laredo. 

The government has granted a con- 
cession to Sefior José Gabriel Esca- 
lante of Progreso, Yucatan, for a line 
of steamshins to be styled the Yuca- 
tan Steamphip Line. to ply between 
Progreso and New York. also Tatmseco 
Chiapas. te.: also a concession to the 
Tabasco Trading and Transportation 
Company of Frontera. to run from the 
ports of the Mexican Grif to New rk 
and to South American ports.

When silver was worth 60 cents gold 
a troy ounce in the United States and 
| the exchange on gold was in this coun- 

t at not over 100 per cent. premium, 
| such a condition of things was ,satis- 
| factory to Mexico, because the ex- 

change was not considered as detrimen- 
tal to the development of the country 
nor to the railroad industries, com- 
| merce, banking, mining, and foreign 
trade. In fact, a premium of 100 per 
cent. on gold acted as a protection on 
nome industry and stimulated the ex- 
portation of agricultural products, as 
henequen, coffee, fruits, etc. 

The general conditions of the country 
had adjusted themselves to this rate of 
exchange, no special branches of busi- 
ness appeared to suffer, and all to spe 
contrary the development was healthy 
and sound throughout the country. 
One of the reasons why the price of 
| silver at 60 cents an ounce, or exchange 
at 100 per cent., was giving satisfaction 
to the country. was because silver had 
been steady for several years and the 
fluctuations were not very large, on 


which account everything in this coun- 


try had been adjusted and regulated 
that financial standard. 

Since the price of silver started to 
decline and since its New York quota- 
tion has reached 51 cents an ounce and 
exchange has advanced to 136 per cent. 
premium, I belieVe that the country 
has started to suffer the consequences 
of the decline in the price of silver. 

I believe that at present, more or less, 
all of the branches of business are 
suffering, not only the extraordinary 
| depreciation in the money of the ceun- 
, try and of silver bullion, which is one 
ot the principal products of the coun- 
try; but the uncertainty as to what the 
value of silver will be in the future is 
something which is doing a great deal 
of harm and which discourages the en- 
terprising people, specially so in large 
transactions of an international char- 
acter. 
| When you havesto figure on the price 
of silver as a basis for the payment of 
| gold dividends, or for the payment of 
‘gold interest on bonds, or for the pay- 
ment of the principal, then you have 
before you a — dangerous and disa- 
| greeable proposition. 

As the — relations of Mexico 
with gold countries of both continents 
are growing all the time, I believe that 
Mexico will be forced, by the pressure 
and importance of her financial condi- 
tions, to accept the gold basis. This has 
been my opinion for some time in the 
past and when I was in New York and 
Chicago I had the occasion to express 
it to some of the bankers and friends 
who entertained me and wanted to 
know my opinion on the subject. 

In conclusion, I will say that the de- 
cline in the price of silver is at present 
hurting the general interests of Mex- 
ico, and the country is suffering on ac- 
count of this decline. :

Mariscal, speaking for the President 
and himself, said: 
“Mexico, as is her duty, and accord- 
ing to her promise, Will abide by the 
award, and though the protocol with 
the United States entitics us as losers 
to ask for a revision of the sentence, 
we will waive the right.” Minister 
Mariscal then referred to the assistant 
secretary, who said Mexico had been 
caught unprepared for the case. The 
American government gave Mexico 
forty days to prepare a reply to the de- 
mand: There was little or no evidence 


the documents employed by the Thorn- 
ton commission at Washington in 1867 
included very little Mexican and nearly 
all the American records, At the close 
of the commission's session the Mexl- 
oan representatives, Vallarta and Avila, 
acquiesced in the payment of the award 
of $900,000 Mexican gold, but under pro- 
test that such payment closed all 
claims against Mexico.

MINING. 

Mining has been the great source o 
prosperity for Mexico. About 75 per 
cent. of the yield of the mines of Mex- 
ico is silver. In the past the proportion 
was greater, perhaps 95 per cent. 

Wine mining was prosperous and 
well developed, other branches of pub- 
he and private wealth were not as im- 
portant, and the government and the 
business community depended very 
much upon the yield of the mines. 

Under this condition of things it was 
absolutely impossible for Mexico to 
make any change in its currency. For 
this reason we are in the silver basis, 
and as this financial condition of 
things has a history of over 300 years 
and the public and private affairs 
have been adjusted to this medium of 
circulation. which is the medium and 
natural connection between all branches 
of business and its divisions and sub- 
divisions, you will realize that it is 
nothing but natural that Mexico 
should be today on the silver basis. 

In late years, since 1880, a financial 
evolution is being developed, which, 
in my opinion, will bring about the 
gold standard in Mexico, after twelve 
or fifteen years. On this special sub- 
ject I will express an opinion in an- 
‘other paragraph. 

As I have said before, mining has 
been and is today one of the great 
resources of this country. We are 
mining for silver, gold, lead, zinc, cop- 
per and iron. The total value of our 
mining products at present represents 
about $100,000,000 per annum. 

The cost of mining is represented by 
two principal factors; wages and sup- 
plies. What T mean by supplies is 
machinery, ‘explosives, steel, quirksil- 
ver. bluestone, setc. The wages repre- 
sent about 85 per cent, of the cost 
and the supplies about 15 per cent. 

We have free coinage in Mexico and 
the. miner is authorized to introduce 
io the -mints all of the silver which 
be produces. When the miner exports 
the ores Or the bullion he sells his 
product for gold, but exchanges the 
gold for silver and receives the ben- 
eit of the exchange. In other words, 
the miner will receive the same value 
in Mexican currency per ton of org, 
whether silver, gold or copper, if the 
ore is treated or smelted in Mexico, 
or whether it is reported or sold for 
gold. The miners’ expenses are in 
silver and his products are sold for 
siiver, or for gold which ts exchanged 
for silver. His profits are in silver 
and he is only interested as regards 
h or in other.

One of the 
difficulties is that common labor dees 
not consume any foreign goods, and as 
the price of national products will re- 
main about the same, whether on the 
silver or on the gold basis, I cannet 
see how the wages could be-reduced. 
Un the other hand. would it be to the 
interests of Mexico ta continue on the 
system of low wages? As long as this

Guilty of no Offense in Having Tapped 
the Wire Leading to Black's Pool-

Matfeldt, the wire-tapper, yesterday. 
Matfeldt was brought up before Judge 
Smith on a writ of habeas corpus, and 
Rogers attempted to show the court 
that it is no sin to tap a wire leading 
to Black's poolroom.

LIBEL-CASE DECISION. 
George W. Ogle, the City Marshal 
of Pomona, can’t wriggle @it of the 
charge of criminal libel on ground 
that the affidavit in which he reflected 
on the character of Justice White was 
a legal document filed,in court. Jus- 
tice Downing handed down a decision 
yesterday, in which he held that the 


affidavit protesting against White way 
not a “privileged communication.” 


It will be remembered that the al- 
leged libel was called out in connec- 
tion with the Pomona Anti-Social Club 
campaign. The City Recorder of Po- 
mona was disqualified to sit in a cer- 
tain case, and the City Marshal, fear- 
ing that Justice White would be called 
in, filed this affidavit, in which he 


| claimed that White was addicted to 


drink, and was not morally or phys- 
ically qualified to sit in the case. 

Justice Down holds as follows: 
“The City Recorder had no jurisdic- 
tion to determine the question as to 
the physical ability of a justice of the 
peace of the same city to sit in the 
case. Being without. jurisdiction, the 
matter was irrelevant and immaterial 
and consequently unprivileged.” 

This decision has no bearing on the 
guilt or innocence of Ogle. The case 
will come to trial on its merits Octo- 
ber 27, to determine whether or not 
the language used by Ogie in his affi- 
davit was criminally libelous.

most important duties of good citizen- 
ship, Indeed, it may be said, in pass- 
ing. that he who labors in any way. 
who has any intellectual interest, who 
employs his leisure for any public end— 
even the man who works purely for 
selfish objects—has one great element 
of good citizenship to his credit; for 
there is nobody else so detrimental in 
a country like ours, as the mere 
Idler, the mere seeker for self-amuse- 
ment, who passes his time in constant 
uncertainty as to how he shall get- rid 
of the next day. or the next hour ef 
that brief life which, however short, in 
some cases is, from every point of 
view, too long for him. 

Hearing a family, casting a vote, 
leading a decent life, and working hon- 
estly for a livelihood are, however, 
primary and simple qualities in meri- 
torious eltizenship. They are the 
foundation stones, no doubt. but good 
citizenship. in its true sense, rises 
much higher, and demands much more 
than these.

PRISON. 


If I had little work to do in prison, 
how did I spend the time? At Au- 
burn, where I lived the greater part of 
my first term, the routine of my life 
was as follows: After rising in the 
morning I would sweep out my ceil, 
turn up my bed and biankets and 
clean up. to breakfast; then, if 
there was no work to do, I would go 
back to my cell and eat a small por- 
tion of opium. Then 1 would exercise 
with dumbbells and take a sponge 
bath with cold water. Next would 
come a nap til dinner time. After 
dinner I would read and think in my 
cell until 3 o'clock, when I would go 
to the bucket ground or exercise in 
the yard, in the lock-siep with the 
others, for half an hour. Then back 
to the cell, taking with me bread and 
a cup of coffee made out of burnt bread- 
crust for my supper. The count was 
made at 6 o'clock to see that all was 
right for the night. After that I read 
in my cell as long as the oil lasted. 

I was particularly interested in the 
Underground Tunnel, for I immedi- 
ately perceived its great useful 8. 
This was the secret system by ich 
contraband articles, such as whisky. 
opium and morphine were brought into 
the prison. When a rogue is persua-- 
sive with the coin of the realm he 
can always find a keeper or two to 
bring him what he deems the necer- 
saries of life, among which are oplum 
whisky and tobacco. If you have @ 
keeper right you can be well supplied 
with these little things. To get him 
right it is necessary to give up a cer- 
tain recognized percentage— about 
one-fifth—of the money sent you from 
home. This system is worked in al 
the State prisons in New York, and 
during my first term, nine months of 
which were spent at Sing Sing and 
the rest at Auburn, I had no difficulty 
in supplying my growing need for 
opium.

ET FOR YOUNG MOTHERS. 


A little though will show that be- 
fore the child’s birth a rather large 
amount of laxative food should be 
used, partly because Nature seems to 
call for it, the digestive organs notbeing 
on their usual working basis, and also 


lwhile strong, yet somewhat relaxed. 
The foods which tend toward this are 


sour variety of prunes, called the pru- 
nella, which is a pleasant change when 
one tires of the dead sweet of the prune 
itself: it has a certain tonic effect on 
the stomach, also. Then there are 
apples raw and cooked, which are most 
beneficial, and grapefruit and oranges 
in winter, and peaches and pears_in 
summer; small seeded berries are not 
good; indeed they often produce intes- 
tinal indigestion. Cereals, always well 
cooked, are called for, and the coarse 
breads, whole wheat, shredded wheat, 
corn bread. and Boston brown bread. 
Meat should be eaten in moderation 
at this time, notwithstanding the new 
theory that its use should be aban- 
doned, especially for some months be- 
fore the baby comes. The best phy- 
sicilans say that where there is no per- 
sonal peculiarity calling for its disuse, 
it is a positive harm to give it up, as 
it means loss of strength to those ac- 
customed to it, and besides this, its 
place is filled with starchy foods, 
*which are fat-forming and the worst 
thing possible. But, of course, the 
meat should be chosen with a view to 
its digestibility. Vegetables are good, 
and the ordinary quantities of tea and 
coffee may be taken, but milk and 
alcholic drinks should be avoided. 

The best thing to keep up the 
| strength of both the mother and baby 
is milk itself, good cow's milk, and 


| foods made from milk. If one will

fruits in abundance. There is a mall 


drink enough, drink it hot and cold, 
at table and between meals and at bed- 
time, she will have no trouble in Keep- 
ing up her health and flesh, and she 
will be sure ot a strong chitd. The usual 
objection to this diet is that it makes 
one bilious, and so it does if it is not 
taken intelligently. Milk should be 
usually taken as hot as possible, 
though not scalded, and with plenty of 
‘salt; cold milk should be mixed with 
vichy. and both may be taken alter- 
' nately with malte milk for the 
change. Cocoa should be freely used, 
made from milk and water and choco- 
late, which is not too heavy. The 
mother should rememberthat while tea 
will make milk in quantities; yet it 
will be only poor stuff, and will keep 
the baby hungry and make it nervous. 
As to the rest of the diet, eggs are ex- 
cellent, raw, beaten in milk, and cooked, 
and hot soups with rice and bariey, 
beef juice, creams of vegetables, ice 
cream, custards, milk toast, broiled 
meats, fish, chicken, vegetables and 
fruits.—[{Harper’s Bazar.

HADOW BROOK AT LENOX. 


Of the thirty or more great es- 
tates that animate the 
Hills in the neighborhood of Lenox, 

„ that of Anson Phelps Stokes 
has by far the greatest extent of land. 
It comprises about 900 acres of park, 
farm and woodland, al) of which faces 
the largest lake of the region, Lake 


Mahkeenac. 

It is but a short drive from the vil- 
lage of Lenox—a mile three-quar- 
ters along those splendid roadways, 
which have made Lenox famous and set 
a noble standard for American country 
roads—until one comes to the pretty 
little porter’s lodge at the entrance to 
Shadow Brook Farm. Driving rapidly 
up to the house, one confronts the 
mansion itself. Turn now and face 
the lake, as the house does. and a 
giorious vision bursts upon you. It is 
then that you realize the drawing power 
of Lenox scenery: it is then that you 
understand something ot the spell 
which hag fastened upon the New York 
millionaires, and caused them to create 
a condition of affairs in Lenox which 
is unique in American country life. 


This estate comprises „park.“ 
„farm“ and woodland.“ In the park 
are the house itself, the subsidiary 


buildings, the flower gardens, and the 
deer park. The estate broadens out 
from a quarter-mile frontage on the 
lake to the top of Stockbridge Moun- 
tain, along the crest of which its north- 
ern boundary runs for nearly two 
miles and a half. 

The architecture is old English. The 
first story of the house is of ._ marble, 
quarry-faced. The second and third 
stories are of timber and stucco, and 
the roof is red-tiled. At the west end 
the half-timber work abruptly ceases 
where a strong . tower stands boldly 
forth, its solid marble resting squarely 
on t most commanding site. 

‘Su diary bulldings are numerous, 
and are mostly grouped about a cen- 
tral court, a considerable distance from 
the house. The greenhouses, six in 
number, are fairly close at hand. The 
two stables accommodate about twenty 
horses, and house three coachmen’s 
families. So ends our ‘account of the 


park. 

The list of farm bulldings fs formid- 
able. Three cottages, cow barn, tool- 
barn, horse barn, hay-barn, duck and 
poultry houses, carpenter shop, biack- 
smith shop, sheds for wagons and tools, 
large icehouse, dairy and boathouse on 
the lake. There are also two smaller 
farms, each of which has two houses, 
together with other outbulldings. 

A great department of the estate 18 
the woodland. It is no small thing to 
own the whole slope of aforest-cov- 
ered mountain, from vallev lake up to 
the very crest. ere are about 400 
acres of noble woods, well supplied 
with roads and dle paths. two ponds 
stocked with trout, and the stream 
which gives the name to the estate it- 
self. “Shadow Brook” was named by 
Nathaniel Hawthorne.—[From Coun 
Life in America. 
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‘A MERICAY FIRE FIGHTERS. 


Wherever the American goes in Eu- 
rope, it is with a feeling of satisfaction 
that he finds, in the more important 
cities, the adaptation of our ideas for 
fighting fire. Our steam fire engines, 
our brass poles that bring men down 
from the upper stories of their station 
houses, our hinged collars that snap 
around the horses’ necks at a touch, 
are everywhere. At every important 
international exhibition of recent years, 
beginning even with that of Parise in 
1867, American fire engines and ladder 
trucks have taken prizes. At the Paris 
Exposition of two years ago an Amer- 
ican fire team from Kansas City, four- 
teen men under Chief Geaqrge C. Hale, 
carried off all the most important hon- 
ors at the International Fire Congress, 
at which were represented America, 
France, Portugal, Holland, Norway, 
Belgium, Switzerland, Denmark, Italy, 
Germany, Turkey, England, Scotland, 
Wales, Ireland, New Zealand, India. 
Austria, Mexico and Peru. Nearly 8000 
firemen took part in the competitions. 
The first contest was made with steam 
fire engines, on the banks of the Seine. 
About one hundred engines competed. 
The test was made from cold water in 
the boiler. The average time for for- 
eign engines in getting a stream from 
the hose was from eight to twelve min- 
utes. Their streams reached about half- 
way across the river. In five minutes 
and thirty seconds the American en- 
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gine threw a stream that wet people 
on the opposite bank, a distance of 310 
feet. he size of the stream was 
nearly double that thrown by the other 
engines. 


New York now has 1300 stations, or 
fire-alarm boxes, attached to lamp 
posts, throughout the city.. The fire 
horses—two for light engines, and 
three when the machines weigh more 
than four tons—are trained as finely 
as the men. They are the pets of the 
house and of the neighborhood. Some 
of them learn in a week to run to 
their places at the signal; others re- 
quire a month's training. The lessons 
are simple enough. A raw horse is 
made to feel the whip as he hears the 
signal bell. If he is an intelligent ant- 
mal, the two so soon become synony- 
mous that he starts for his place the 
instant the bell rings. Many horses 
seem to know quite as well as the men 
when the alarm is one that means busi- 
ness. They really seem ta count the 
strokes. A story is told of one horse 
who, when changed from Harlem to a 
station near headquarters, was wild to 
run when his old number sounded, and 
quite indifferent to the new one, which 
really meant business and to which he 
responded only under protest. The 
stories told in the department about 
the horses are endless. Some time ago 
an old gray fire horse that had been at- 
tached to an engine was transferred to 
the hose truck in the same building.

He Has Witressed Many Executions 
and Fixes Period of Consciousness 
After Decapitation at About Five Sec- 
ends—Expression One of Surprise. 


[Philadelphia Press:] Does decapita- 
tion cause instantaneous death? Dr. 
Oliver D. Norton of the United States 
Navy declares that it does not. and 
his conclusions are asbed on Personal 
observation gained as a witness of 
nearly fifty execution<«, 

Dr. Norton has been in the naval 
service for eighteen years. He is at 
present stationed on the receiving ship 
Minneapolis, at the League  Isiand 
navy yard. He has been around the 
world several times. He has seen 
much service in the Philippines, and 
when the allied forces marched to the! 
relief of Peking. he accompanied them. 
It was on this expedition that he 
gathered the data that forms the asbis 


a man beheaded is not instantaneous. 
At Canton he witnessed the execu- 
tions of thirty-six Chinese in one aft- 
ernoon, and studied the grewsome spec- 


be Dr. Norton said: 
“It was on a Sunday afternoon in last 
November, that the wholesale execu- 
tion took place. I was standing out- 
side 4 pottery, where the official! exe. 
ecution ground is situated, when there 
were loud shouts and a crowd of Chi- 
nese came running up. The thirty-six 
condemned men followed in litters car- 
ried by coolies. The men’s elbows were 
drawn back and pinioned; ftneir hands 
were bound together, and heavy irons 
were on their legs. The litters wers 
turned over, and their occupants spilled 
out on the ground. Seven came in the 
first batch, and these were forced to 
kneel in the street, and wait nearly 
ten minutes for 
others. Piracy and murder were the 
crimes for which the jority of the 
men were to be kill . 
When the others arrived they, too, 
were made to kneel, the party being 
arranged in a long line, two and three 
abreast. A tag was attached to each 
man’s pigtail and a similar tag was 
fastened to the blouse.

The men showed 
no signs of being under the influence of 
opium and were apparently uncon- 
cerned. 

A high official with a red umbrella 
came out to see that justice was done, 
and a guard of fifteen soldiers lined up 
to prevent any attempt at a rescue. 
Many of the condemned men exchanged 
farewells with friends in the crowd of 
on-lookers. but there were no signs of 
grief or collapse on the part of any one. 

Two executioners performed the en- 
tire thirty-six decapitations. The heads- 
men were armed with heavy two- 
handled swords. They did their work 
cleanly and rapidly, and in all but 
three cases the heads fell at a single 
stroke. There Was no pause on the 
part of the executioners and each 
seemed to be anxious to outdo the other 
by performing the greater number of 
decapitations. Before each stroke the 
headsman rose on his toes and deliv- 
ered the blow with all his force. His 
assistant followed him and when the 
bodies did not fall they pushed them 
over. 

The executioners began their work at 
the front of the line, and those behind 
saw their companions accept the fate 
that was to be theirs in a few moments. 
There was no flinching, however, and 
not a man fainted or showed any symp- 
toms of being about to do so. 

A remarkable feature of the occea- 
sion was tae demeanor of the specia- 
tors. As the sword fell on the first 
victim there was a wild outburst of 
cheering and this was repeated after 
euch stroke. I asked a @hinese the 
reason for the demonstra.ion and he 
said that it was to make the doomed 
men brave.

If the young woman who 
yearns for a stage career manages to 
escape the thorns of a spectacular edu- 
action she falis into the stony places of 
the dramatic schoo! where she prob- 
ably icarns to do everthing that Ham- 
let condemns in his advice to the play- 
ers. If she an spend two ycars in pos- 
ings and parrotings and emerge a 
natural, sincere Woman, then the day 
of miracles is not past. The dramatic 
school, like the other pseudo-educators 
of the day, is a breeder of self-con- 
sciousness; and the self-conscious 
woman is capable of acting only one 
part—a buriesque of herself. Our 
stage literature has no roles which de- 
mand such interpretation. 

If the stage ingénue ts not entirely 
an ingenuous woman herself (and she 
generally is more artistic than ingenu- 
ous) she needs must draw her types 
from life, invest them with her own 
gra:e and intelligence and—ilanked by 
the hero on the one side and the vill- 
lain on the other present them to 
the audience in a realistic manner. 

Today our ingénues may scour the 
countryside for such types and very 
few will they find. The most success- 
ful actresses of ingenue roles in Amer- 


before. Her age, according to the au- 
fhor. who is said to have received his 
information from the actress herself, 
is 43. She was vorn in a railway train 
on the way to Venice on October 3, 
1859. Her grandfather, who was born 
in Cigga, where the name of Duse is 
still common, was the founder of a 
troupe of Venetian dialect comedians 
that is still famous. His four sons ell 
hecame actors. Mme. Duse's father 
nad in addition to his inherited talent 
as an actor, some skill as a painter, 
and he ultimately left the stage to de- 
vote himself to that art. 

All the children of the second genera- 
tion were actors, like the little 
Eleonora, who began to play in the 
company of which her parents were 
‘members when she was 4 vears old. A 
curious circumstance attended her bap- 
tism at Vigevano in Picdmont. In ac- 
cordance with the custom of the coun- 
tty, the child was carried to fhe church 
in a geshrine gilded and ornamented 
with jewels. A detachment of Aus- 
trian soldlery marched past tue bap- 
tismal procession, and, mistaking the 
shrine for the relics of some saint. 
haited and saluted. When he returned 
to his wife, the father said to ber: 
“Forgive me, dear, that I am too poor 
to bring you a present for giving me 
a daughter, but I can give you a happy 
omen. Our daughter will be something 
great some day; already they have 
shown her military honors.” 

For a long time after that the little 
gir! had no honors of any kind. and 
very little else but poverty and suffer- 
ing. Once, as her mother lay ill in a 
hospiial, the child visited her daily ta 
eat the remains of the soup that had 
been supplied to the patients.

A determined and united effort should 
Be made to purify musicalecircies, to 
keep out the spurious and assist the 
genuine. No motives of policy, or fear, 
or lazy good humor should de al- 
lowed to deter each member from do- 
ing his part to preserve the art he 
professes to follow in respectability. at 
least. if not entirely in its pristine 
purity. 

The critics on the various journals 
also have a duty in this matter, which 
they cannot escape. It may not be 
amiss to quote here a few words, which 
Josef Hofmann said last February in an 
interview in this paper: 

“Sincerity is the only greatness. Sin- 
cerity, simplicity, naturalness, they 
all mean the same thing. They mean 
truth. In life—the ordinary social lite 
we have to do many little things which 
are perhaps more volite than sincere. 
Then since we cannot be entirely sin- 
cere in daily life it would be a shame 
not to be so in our art. Art, whether it 
be music, painting, writing or whatever 
it may be, is the one great expression 
of r real—our enduring—selves. 
Therefore if it be not sincere then it 
is indeed worthless. It is more than 
worthless: it is shameful.”

Personal Investigation in Buchar- 


est Shows Conditions Even Blacker 
Than Secretary Hay Painted Them. 


{STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


ONDON, Oct. 5.—Just at the time 

European diplomats are disturbing 

themselves over the American note 
te the powers concerning the Rou- 
manian Jews, a distinguished scholar 
returns to London from Bucharest, 
whither he went to have a heart-to- 
heart talk with the King on this very 
eubject, and to see with his own eyes 
what might be the present condition 
of these Jews, on whom Secretary Hay 
has focused the world’s attention. 

I have just had a long talk with 
this investigator, and find that, if any- 
thing. the American note underesti- 
mated the shocking condition to which 
the corrupt little Roumanian govern- 
ment has reduced these subjects. 

My informant is the Rev. Dr. Gas- 
ter, chief rabbi of what are known as 
the Sephardi communities in England. 
occasional lecturer at Oxford on Sla- 
vonic and Byzantine literature, author 
of a history of Roumanian literature. 
an. many other learned works. He is 
@ native of Roumania and was a lec- 
turer in the Bucharest University, but 
was expelled from the country for his 
work in behalf of the Jews, who were 
having a hard life of it in Roumania, 
even as far back as 1885. His standing 


ie indicated by the fact that on his 


return to his native land a few months 
ago, he was invited’to lunch with the 
King and Queen (Carmen Sy!va,) and 
to lay before them any suggestions he 
could offer for the solution of the prob- 
lem which at present looks as if it 
meant either ruin to Roumania or 
else ruin to the Jews there—or both. 
MOVED THE KING. 

Dr. Gaster is chary of giving any 
results of his long private talk with 
the King and Queen—he was closeted 
with the King for an hour and a halt 
except to“say that his suggestions re- 
ceived mort careful consideration and 
that there was some hope that the coun- 
try could be awakened to the frightful 
hardships it was imporing on [ts He- 
dre v inhabitants, even before the 
United States intervened. 

But, on the other hand, the learned 
doctor has hv tunguage strong enough 
to point the rottenness of a govern- 
ment over which the King as a con- 
stitutional monarch has little power or 
to point the miserics of the Jews.who 
remain.in this unhappy kingdom.

Whom America has taken this kindly 
step,” guid Dr. Gaster, is now only 
210,000. Of these there are not now 
more than 800 whose total wealth is 
$500, aithough many Were compara- 
tively rich a few years ago. I! estimate 
that the average earnings per family 
are $44 week, owing to the laws, which 
have eut the Jews off from one em- 
ployment after another, until the kcep- 
ing of shops in the towns under all 
eorts of monstrous restrictions is about 
all that is left to them.

The joke 
of it all is that the Roumanian govern- 
ment actually doesn’t want the Jews 
to leave, for they are the only economic 
factor in the country. They supply the 
middle class without which a nation 
cannot exist. There is no native 
bourgeois in Roumania—only the feudal 
class, most of whom are for- 
eigners, or the descendants of foreign- 
ers, and, on the other hand, the peas-

ORD ROBERTS, who wag des- 
tined to serve for the ter 
part of his life under an Indian 
gun, first saw the light at Cawn- 

3 pore on September 90, 1832, his 
mother being the second wife of General 
Sir Abraham Roberts, himself a soldier 
who had won honor and distinction in the 
dangerous arena of Indian frontier war- 
fare. The hot climate of Indie is not 
suitable to children, consequently young 
Frederick Roberts was soon sent to Eng- 
land, where he was educated, and where 
he remained till, a soldier at last in the 


service of the East India Company, he 


sailed for India in the month of February, 
‘182, His early days at home had been 
uneventful; educated first at a small pri- 


vate school, then for a short time at Eton, 


and later at Sandhurst and at Addis- 
combe, he seems to have passed through 
hia school days without attracting any 
marked notice, either favorable or other- 
wise, from his teachers or from his com- 
rades. As a boy he was small and delicate, 
and consequently had little chance of win- 
ning distinction for himself at games, the 
surest road to esteem open to the Brit- 
ish schoolboy, and he appears to have 
been chiefly remarkable for his continu- 
ous industry, and for a bright sagacity 
which earned him at Sandhurst the nick- 
name of “Deductions,” a nickname which 
we can now see was shrewdly bestowed. 

The outbreak the Indian Mutiny found 
Roberts at Peshawur, and within a few 
weeks he had taken the field for the first 


time, serving on the staff of Neville Cham:

of putting their precepts into practice 
before the walls of Delhi. Those who wish 
to follow in detail the progress of this 
siege cannot do better than study ‘‘Forty- 
one Years in India,” in which book Lord 
Roberts has told us how the weary strug- 
gle dragged on till at last success re- 
warded perseverance and the British 
flag floated once more over the bilood- 
stained walis of the ancient capital of the 
Moguls. When Delhi fell the work was 
only half done, Lucknow had to de re- 
Heved, Cawnpore had to be reoccupled, 
and the numerous forces of mutineers still 
in the field had to be brought to bay, pun- 
ished and destroyed. This could not be 
done without a great deal of desperate 
Lighting, in most of which young Roberts 
took a prominent part, being so fortunate 
on ene occasion as to win the Victoria 
Cross by an act of gallantry which marked 
him out as a soldier as daring as he was 
intelligent. 1¢ was during a pPagtic with the 
feught at Massen! on Jan- 
unry 2 1868, that Roberts, while pursuing 
the fiying rebels, saw two Sepoys making 
of with a standard; giving chase he 
quickly cut down the standard-bearer, 
but narrowly escaped deat:. at the hands 
of his comrade, who, placing the muzzle 
ef his muyeket within a few inches of 
Roberts’ body. pulled the trigger. By one 
of those inexplicable fatalities which can 
be traced in the lives of so many great 
men, and also of many less distinguished, 
the piece failed to explode, and the Sepoy, 
fearing his comrade’s fate, turned and 
fied. 
The Mutiny campaign, so far as Roberts 
Was concerned, was almost at an end, and 
in the following May he embarked for 
home to enjoy a well-earned period of 
leave. 
In 189 Roberts returned to India, having 
added a wife to his responsibilities, and 
was at once emplo) ein the quartermaster 


general's department. in which he wea to 


eFpend so many years of his Indian ser- 
vice, and in which he soon found himeelf 


engaged in endeavoring to find a solution 


fcr the many problems which at that time 
confronted the Indian government; trying 
to create a new and trustworthy native 
army out of the debris surviving the or- 
deal of the Mutiny Hence we find that 
Roberts at a comparatively early age was 
engrossed in a study of the problems 
-which beset the path of the army reform- 
er, thus gaining experience which can 
hardly fail to be most valuable to him 
at the present moment. In this office he 
remained till 1861, when he was sent into 
the country of the Bunerwals to report 
on the position of a small British force 
who found themselves threatened by a 
large and tumultuous gathering of moun- 
taineers, and unable to carry out the 


‘punitive policy to which the frontier gov- 


ernment found themselves committed. 
The little campaign was brought to an end 
‘without any very serious fighting, but 
Roberts had a dangerous and unpleasant 
experience when sent as our envoy te 
witness the burning of Malka, a nest of 
robbers, which the Bunerwals had agreed 
to destroy as a token of their submis- 
sion. We next find the hero of this 


eketch entrusted with the responsible duty | 


of arranging for the transport of the Ben- 
gai contingent in the Abyssinian war, a 
duty which he carried out witn conspicu- 
ous success, being in consequence selected 
to carry home the dispatches of Lord 
Napier, the British commander in that 
campaign. This was in 1867, bat he was 
not to rest on his laurels for long, for in 
1871 we find him again on service as senior 
staff officer in a punitive campaign against 
the Lushais. Here again he did meritor- 
lous service, and was rewarded by being 
appointed firat deputy quartermaster gen- 
eral.and subsequently quartermaster gen- 
eral, one of the highest—military appoint- 
ments within the gift of the Indian gov- 
ernment. But the great opportunity of 
his life was about to be offered to him. 
In 1878 matters had cone tos crisis tn 
the relations with the Amir of Afghanis- 
tan, and war having become recognized as 


Inevitable, Roberts was selected for the 
command of the Kurum Valley Field 
Force, of a strength of about 6600 officers 
and men, with seventeen guns, and di- 
rected to cross the frontier and enter 
Afghanistan on the 2ist of November, 
1878. Moving up the Kurum Valley. Rob- 
erts at last found his enemy strongly en- 
trenched on the Peiwar Khotal, occupy- 
ing the crest of the pass over which he 
must march if he wished te approach 
Kabul. His position was a most unen- 
viable one. In front of him frowned the 
rocky and precipiteus heights on which 
lay the Afghan army, strongly entrenched 
and provided with a numerous artillery. 


In the valley lay the scanty British force, 


and hostile tribesmen threatening his 
flanks and his lines of communication, 
only waiting some sign of irresolution or 
timidity on his part. before openly throw- 
ing in their lot with the Afghans. There 
wes no possibility of obtaining reinforce- 


ments, every hour brought fresh recruits | 


to the Afghan army and increased his 
difficulties of supply. The moment was 
critical, and nothing but the most vigor- 
ous action could ensure success, Certain- 
ly no vigor was wanting in the daring 
course which Roberts adopted. Plunging 
by night into a difficult and intricate 
country with a portion of his force, he 
adopted his favorite outflanking tactics, 
the remnant of his army demonstrating 
strongly against the front of the Afghan 
position. The attempt, hasardous in the 
extreme, sycceeded brilliantly, and the 
Afghan army, melting away into a disor- 
ganized rabble, fied from the rough hand- 
ling of their bold assailants.

the raw lids by scorching smoke. His 
clothes smoked about him as he stood— 
groping, groping still, he knew not 
whither; and his mouth opened and 
closed with sounds scarce human. 
Grandfather Nat roared distractedly 
for a ladder, called to the man to 
jump, ran forward twice to the face 
of the house as though to catch him, 
and twice came staggering back with 
his hands over his face, and flying em- 
bers singeing his hair and his coat.

Prices of Corn. 


The high prices of corn last win- 
ter is now showing one of the results 
that we then expected and mentioned in 
this paper. Many who had not corn, 
sold off their breeding stock in the 
sheepyards, hog yards and poultry pens, 
and now, with a prospect of lower- 
priced corn they find it difficult to 
purchase the stock to use up the corn 
grown in the corn belt. he cattle 
feeders are not as badly off as a rule, 
because they had been relying upon 
buying their animals to feed from 
other sections, and as they did not buy 
there are more for sale this fall. They 
may not fatten as easily or as cheaply 
as they would have done last year, 
and they may not sell at as high prices 
as did those that were fattened on the 
high age grain, but for that they 
can only blame their own lack of cour- 
age. ow a new danger confronts 
them, and many will not foresee it in 
time to avoid it. New corn is selling 
at prices much below those asked for 
old corn a year ago, or at the present 
time. Many will take their chances 
on the new corn, and a few weeks later 
will be complaining of hog cholera, 


though the trouble may be only bowel 


We 
used to know a farmer who, although 
not wealthy, would not feed any new 
corn that was called ripe until Jan- 
uary or later after it was harvested, 
nor would he have any ground. He tried

It is Said to Be Epidemic in the 
East Owing to the Use of Soft 
Coal. 


[New York Tribune:] According to 
the house surgeons of the eye hospi- 
tals and infirmaries, the prevalence of 
soft-coal soot in the air of this city 
continues to have an increasing evil 
effect upon the eyes of its inhabitants. 
As was pointed out in the Tribune 
some time ago, the presence of innum- 
erable particles of soft coal floating in 
the atmosphere increases the number 
‘of cases of inflammation. A table has 
just been prepared at the Manhattan 
Eye and Ear Infirmary of the number 
of cases of eye trouble treated there. 
Last year the total number of such 
cases for September was 6767. This 
year for the same month the number 
has risen to 963. “For the month of 
October,” said a house surgeon yester- 
day to a Tribune reporter, “if present 
indications give a proper basis for pre- 
diction, the number will rise above 
10,000. When the trouble began we no- 
ticed that more cases came from dis- 
tricts in which soft coal was being 
used particularly. While the elevated 
railroad, for instance, was burning soft 
coal, many cases were located along its 
lines. After this was stopped the ma- 
jority came from the neighborhood of 


the piers, where the coal was being | 


handled. But now the burning of bitu- 
minous has become so general through- 
out the city, in hotels, 

houses, 


stores and so forth, that there 


is no special territorial distribution ob 
servable.

There is @ @reat Giference in the 
point of view when applied to the claim 
of knowledge: and sometimes this 
works in unexpecetd ways. If one were 
to ask the average foreigner who has 
spent a month in Londgn as to his ac- 
quaintance with that city, the chances 
are lame that he would reply that he 


knew it very well indeed. If, on the 


other hand, one were to ask the same 

ueation of a really intelligent Lon- 

oner, it is almost certain that he 

would reply that he hardly knew the 


city at all. One man would be as hon- 
est as the other; but the first would 
not know enough to realize how little 
he really knew; the other would have 
a juster knowledge of the greatness of 
his ignorance. 

For London is so hard to know that 
we doubt if there lives a man who can 
Justly claim acquaintance with it in all 
its aspects and conditions. It is some. 
what more than a microcosm; it is a 
cosmos in itself. A lifetime would not 
be sufficient for the gathering of true 
knowledge concerning the great city, 
and the swiftest of automobiles would 
hardly take us in years over the 
ground which is included in the scope 
of London. Therefore entire acquaint. 
ance, whether material or conditional, 
may be rated as impossible of acquire- 
ment; but a really good knowledge can 
nevertheless be obtained if we will 
abandon the personal position and en- 
trust ourselves to the guidance of spe- 
cialists in the subject, This we are en- 
abled to do by such works as that which 
lies before us, called London,“ edited 
and arranged by Esther Gingleton. 
Miss Singleton’s plan is one which is 
not capable of being improved upon, 
since it presents to us the combined 
knowledge of many keen observers. 
She has taken a number of articles or 
excerpts concerning the most salient 
features of London, has ey them in 
u sequence of sorts, and has thus given 
the reader a view of the great city 
which is at once comprehensive, minute, 
and many-sided in its point of view. 
She has included articles or excerpts by 
foreigners as well as residents, thus se- 
curing another view-point than that of 
him to whom London is measurably 
familiar and who for that very reason 
cannot note the departures from the 
usual which would first strike the at- 
tention of a foreigner. Moreover, Miss 
Singleton has been most judicious in 
her selections, looking largely to the 
powers of the writer as a writer, and 
thus giving to her volume the Mterary 
charm which is usually lacking in 
works of this description. She has in- 
cluded excerpts from such writers as 
Dickens, Besant. Hunt, Lamb, Dodson, 
Washington Irving, De Amicis, Cautier 
and many others whose names repre- 
sent powers in English and foreign lit- 
eratures. These papers are as a rule 
very brief, as may be judged from the 
fact that there are included fifty-three 
of them in all: but they tre so illumin- 
ating, so vivid in their presentation, 
that they are worth a thousand de- 
tailed descriptions from less artistic 

ng. Miss Singleton has so well done 

er work of selection that she has pre- 
sented to us many—it would be impos- 
sible to present all—of the most re- 
markable features, material and social, 
of the great city; and he who reads the 
book will gain a knowledge of London 
such as he could not gain from years of 
residence. The book is thefefore of as 
Great interest and value to the general 
reader as to the tourist. Most of the 
work deals with the material side of 
London; but there is also given a birds- 
eye view of the history of the city, and 
e is much social information to de 
gieaned as well. One of the features 
of the work is to be found in the fllus- 
trations, which are not only many, but 
are singularly excellent in their clear- 
ness, and minuteness of detail. Alto- 
gether, we can commend the work eas 
one of the very, best upon its subject 
that we have ever seen, and a real

Housekeeping. 

It is with somewhat of a blased mind 
that we take up a new work on house- 
hold economics. When a housekeeper 
addresses herself to the reading of a 
vodume which purports to instruct in 
the art of living and letting live, her 
pursuit is usually a serious one, and 
the task of reading results in annoy- 
ance, rather than profit, if the close of 
the work finds her no wiser in the 
science of housekeeping. This state of 
feeling is not an uncommon one to 
those who read books on household 
economics. These books are, more 
often than not, theoretical, rather than 
practical, entertaining rather than in- 
structive, fanciful rather than real in 
their statements. We have books 
galore on how to live on $15 per week. 
but they will no more help one to se- 
cure the living than they will to secure 
the $15. They are more suitable to 
be used as text-books for mental arith- 
metic exercise in classroom than as the 
counsellor of the housekeeper, who 
wants practical and satisfactory re- 
sults. 

We revert to our remark that it was 
with somewhat of a biased mind that 
we took up “In City Tents,“ by Chris- 
tine Terhune Herrick; But a reading of 
the volume dispersed to a great extent 
our prejudices against works of this 
class. rs. Herrick’s work will not 
secure the reader against the annoy- 
ances and difficulties common to house- 
keepers, but it will go far tagward pre- 
paring them to meet these, a in fact, 
it will help them to avoid many of the 
unpleasant conditions which otherwise 
they would be forced to endure. The 
volume is sober, and it is fairly practi- 
cal. The phase of living treated in 
the work is that of the dweller in New 
York, but, with the exception of such 
sections as are devoted to the apart- 
ment house, the principles are as ap- 
plicable ina small town as in the 
larger cities. We say that the book ts 
sober in that it avoids the common 
fault of most books of this class set- 
ting iron rules for everything, includ- 
ing the daily menu; it also presupposes 
that the reader is the recipient of at 
least a moderate income.

Shakespeare’s Ghost. 

ost of us have heard the theory 
t Homer's poems were not written 
by Homer, but by another man of the 
same name. It is an ingenious theory, 
and one very comforting to the souls 
of those who are always discontented 
with the prevailing opinoin concerning 
the credit to be imputed to dead au- 
thors. It is a theory which, in slightly 
different form, has more than once been 
applied to the works of Shakespeare; 
and now we have ore us a book, 


called “Testimony of the. Sonnets as 
to the authorship of the Shakespearean 
Plays and Poems,"’ by Jesse Johnson, 


which carries the theory to its extreme 
lengths. For Mr. Johnson is impressed 
with the belief, gathered ry long 
and assiduous study of the Sonnets, 
that Shakespeare had a thost“ —in 
other words, that the greater part of 
the plays, and all the Sonnets, were 
written by an unknown poet, while 
Shakespeare merely “adopted” and 
put into shape the work which was 
done by the mane of the ghost. To 
this conclusion Mr. Johnson comes by 
devious. paths, mostly having their way 
through the tangle of the Sonnets. The 
final paragraphs of the little book are 
so genuinely amusing that we will 
quote them entire: 

“I would not deny to Shakespeare 
great talent. Hie success in and with 
theaters certainly forbids us to do so. 
That he had a bent or a talent for 
rhyming or for poetry, an early and 
persistent tradition and the inscription 
over his grave indicate. And otherwise 
there could hardly have been attrib- 
uted to him so many plays besides 
those written by the author of the 
Sonnets. 

“Assuming that the Sonnets were not 
written by him, nn would then seem 
clear that to Shakespeare, working as 
an actor, adapter or perhaps author, 
came a very great poet, one who out- 
cjassed all the writers of that day, in 
some respects all other writers; and 
that it is the poetry of that great un- 
known which, flowing into Shake- 
speare’s work, comprises all, or nearly 
all, of it which the world treasures or 
cares to remember. I would not dis- 
pute any claim made for Shakespeare 
for dramatic as distinguished from 
poetic talent, for wit, for comely or 
captivating graces. The case is all 
with him there—at least there ts no 
evidence to the contrary. But I insist 
that the Sonnets reveal another poet, 
and reveal that those great dramas, 
or at least that those portions of them 
which are in the same class or grade 
of poetry as the Sonnets, were the work 
of that great unknown.” : 

This is entirely delicious: but per- 
haps the t part, as affording a clue 
to Mr. Johnson's favorite method of 
reagoning, is found in the words, “at 
least there is no evidence to the con- 
trary.” It seems to be Mr. Johnson's 
idea. throughout the book that where 
there is no evidence to the contrary, 
any fact may be considered proved.

Parodies. 


It is very easy to parody, though it 
is by no means easy to do so in really 
artistic fashion. Parodies have rarely 
survived, Fielding’s Joseph Andrews” 
and Thackeray’s Punch's Prize Nov- 
elists’’ being conspicuous exceptions to 
this rule; but many most admirable 
parodies, such as those by Burnand, 
have been laughed at and forgotten. 
Now comes before us a volume en- 
titled “Borrowed Plumes,” by Owen 
Seaman, whose “Battle of the Bays” 
has had a good run. ‘Borrowed 
Piumes” is in prose, and consists of 
parodies on the works and style of 
several well-known writers of fiction. 
It is hardly worth our while to com- 
ment at large upon the work, when we 
can best show to our readers its merits 
by a quotation of some of the most 
pregnant paragraphs.

An American Beauty. 


“The Beautiful Mrs. Moulton,” dy 
Nathaniel Stephenson, is a novel, 
rather difficult of classification, either 
as to nature or merit. It is in broad 
sense a society novel; but it is some- 
thing more than that. It is a dis- 
tinctly ambitious piece of work; and 
because of its high aims and its fu- 
tile results we must class it as «a 
splendid failure. But let our readers, 
if they will understand our meaning, 
not fail to note the qualifying word 
which we have attached to “failure;” 
for a failure in the ordinary sense of 
the word the novel assuredly is not. 
It fails only in attaining tts aim, not 
in excuse for existence or in its race 
with its competitors. In short, it is 
an admirable novel when placed in 
comparison with its compeers of the 
day; but it is not that which it wag 
meant to be, not that which the read- 
er can see it was meant to be, and 
therefore, while in itself an admirable 
plece of work, we must perforce class 
it as a failure. 

“The Beautiful Mrs. Moulton” may 
be described as a study of contrasted

More Wolfville. 


It is quite ble to overdo the 
tom § best of ideas; and assuredly Al- 
f Henry Lewis has enormously ov- 
erdone the idea which first gave him 
reputation, even if it were not in itself 
of the very best. First he ve us 
“Wolfville:” then came “Wolfville 
Days:” and now we have “Wolfville 
Nights”—to be followed, we presume, 
by “Wolfville Afternoons,” and then 
by “Wolfville Around the Clock.” Hav- 
ing completed the series, Mr. Lewis 
will probably go to work to devise rome 
new aspects for Wolfville besides those 
of time. 

This sort of thing has an invariable. 
consequence. We enjoyed the “Old Cat- 
tleman” on his first appearance, we 
tolerated him on his second introduc- 
tion to us, and now, on his third ad- 
vent, we find him an interminable 
bore. Moreover, the fact that he has 
begun badly to bore us now takes from 
his original welcome all its freshness 
of memory, so that we shall never care 
again to read “Wolfville.”
